This is entirely different than those with the mint mark 
for Mexico. JI cannot quite make out from your lest paragraph whether any | 
bearing dates were made for the Philippines, If so, I should surely say this 
piece of 1793 was for the Philippines. Can you let me know on this subject? 
Also, have you any proof that those pieces tamed with an intaglio MR were 
either done in the Philippines or for the Philippines? I om anxtous to ci 
this mttéer settled as I am now editing work on Mexican coinage. 


Your Chapter IV I have read over carefully and have made one or 
two queries or corrections, I think the style is all right but in one or two 
cases I think you could make it a little clearer especially on page 2 where 
you say the Sulu and the Barilias were the only ones especially struck for use 
in the Philippines. Also, later on I would state somewhere before the last 
paragraph on page 9 about the sinsle and double stamping on vhole and holed 
pieces. I am returning all of these sheets that you sent on.
